Charles Challeen, Local Pioneer 
Dies at Age 77 


On Thursday, Jan. 21, funeral services for Charles W. Challeen were held at Calvary 
Lutheran church. The Rev. A. T. Bergquist had charge of the two o'clock services. Mrs. 
Raymond Weise was organist and vocal selections were rendered by Mrs. Glenn Mattson. 
The pallbearers were Emil Fredin, Wilbur Klemz, Emil Nelson, Hilmer Nelson, Clarence 
Ryberg and Edward Tessman. Burial was in the Calvary Lutheran Cemetery. 

Son of Magnus and Elizabeth Challeen, Charles W. Challeen was born on April 13, 1882 in 
Nessel township, Chisago county. As an infant he was baptized and later confirmed at the 
Calvary Lutheran church and attended the Goebel school. He has always made his home in 
the Rush Point community. For many years, he with his brother, Frank, operated the Challeen 
resort on Rush Lake, until he retired in 1948. 

His health has been failing for several months. He entered the Dawning Rest Home in Rush 
City in November of last year, was taken to the Rush City Hospital on Jan. 14 and died early 
Monday morning, Jan. 18 at the age of 77 years and 9 months. 

He is survived by one brother and one sister, Frank Challeen of Rush Lake, Mrs. Carl 
Pearson (Lydia) of Minneapolis, several nephews, nieces and other relatives. 

Mr. Challeen was a member of Calvary Lutheran church, which he helped to build in 1912, 
and had served as secretary-treasurer of the board of administration. He was also formerly 
justice of the peace of Nessel township and for many years had served as clerk of election.
